as Hitle 'an. 


So the closed shop was inflict- 


ed on these citizens by force of 
the Roosevelt government, but you 
will observe that this was done 
by the decision of an agreeable 


Roosevelt. This time they under- 
take the role of super-government 
.superior to all our constitutions, j 
federal and state.

Baybay, Leyte, Nov. 7 — (De- 


layed)— (AP)—The 
part 
the 


women of Baybay played during 
the Japanese occupation of Leyte 
will stand as a bold chapter in the 
history 
of 
the 
Philipppines, 


Through it all, they remained with- 
in 'the shadow of 
the 
enemy, 


usually in their village. 


Miss Victoria Lorcto is typical 


of the women of Baybay. Well- 
bred " and hospitable, she is the 
daughter of a former justice of the 
peace. 


When the Philippines fell and 


her family fled to the hills, she 
stayed behind and joined an aux- 
iliary of Uie guerillas. The unit 
worked 
furtively 
in 
dimly-lit 


homes to weave baskets, mend 
clothes and prepare rations for the 
men in the hills. 


"No one thought of gaining any 


recongnition from the work." said 
Miss Lorcto as she sat in the 
living room of her 
old 
family 


•home. "The war was too real and 
close. It was just a matter of 
survival." 


Auxiliary service actually was 


only a part of a women's life here; 
probably the main job was to try 
to keep the family life going. 


Some food—rice,.: bananas and 


corn—was available in the outly- 
ing, barrio ,or countryside, but it 
was sold 
only for barter, not 


money. Dresses were made from 
native fibers, shirts 
sometimes 


from window curtains. 


These 
capable 
women 
used 


coconut oil for cooking and light- 
ing fuel and to prepare a form of 
margerine; cassava flowers for a- 
flour, good for cookies but un- 
nsuable for bread; coconuts to 
make sugar and a substitute for 
milk; and water, skimmed from 
boiled rice and boiled bananas, for 
baby food. 


When the Americans invaded 


Leyte, the Japanese were hard up 
for supplies and demanded eggs, 
pork and vegetables, even glasses 
and dishes. Sometimes they paind 
a, trifling pittance for what they 
took, but of ten Tine Filipinos would 
refuse the money, 
fearing 
the 


enemy's" wrath. Toward the end, 
the enemy robbed hen houses of 
eggs and shot pigs in the street. 
For protection, Baybay families 
would-take their pigs and chickens 
into their homes at night. 


There never was much social 


activity or music here during the 
occupation, 
though 
practically 


every home has a. piano. But the 
Japanese had a habit of walking 
unannounced into the homes to 
use the pianos.
